OF  "THE  NATION’S  FUTURE"  SERIES  ON  NBC-TV  NETWORK 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman  will  become  moderator  of 
NBC-TV’ s  news-making  debate  series,  "The  Nation’s  Future,"  beginning 
Saturday,  June  10,  it  was  announced  today  by  Arthur  Barron,  producer  of 
bhe  program  under  supervision  of  executive  producer  Irving  Gitlin. 

Newman  will  replace  John  K.  M.  McCaffery,  who  has  been 
noderator  since  the  series  went  on  the  air  Nov.  12,  i960.  McCaffery 
fill  undergo  surgery  during  the  Summer. 

The  debate  to  be  broadcast  June  10  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EDT)  will 
De  taped  in  New  York  June  6.  Newman,  who  has  a  key  role  in  NBC  News' 
coverage  of  President  Kennedy's  trip  to  Europe,  will  fly  to  New  York  for 
;he  taping.  The  question  to  be  debated  is  "Does  the  United  States  Need 
1  More  Restrictive  Trade  Policy?"  Jackson  E.  Spears,  vice  president  of 
Burlington  Industries,  Inc.,  will  take  the  affirmative  stand  and 
Bharles  H.  Percy,  chairman  of  the  board  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
Bell  &  Howell  Company,  will  present  the  negative  case.

NBC  NEWS  LEADS  BY  HOURS  IN  COVERAGE  OF  ASSASSINATION 
OF  TRUJILLO  WITH  SWIFT  TV  AND  RADIO  REPORTS 

NBC  News  led  by  hours  yesterday  (May  31)  in  its  coverage  of 
the  assassination  of  Dominican  dictator  Rafael  Leonidas  Trujillo 
Molina  —  broadcasting  the  first  report  of  the  assassination  attempt 
and  the  first  identification  of  the  general  who  carried  out  the  attack. 

The  first  report  of  an  attempt  on  Trujillo's  life  was  carried 
on  the  "NBC  News  Day  Report"  on  the  NBC -TV  Network  at  12:55  p.m.  EDT 
and  on  the  "New s -on -the -Hour "  on  NBC  Radio  at  1  p.m.  EDT  --  about  two 
hours  before  it  was  confirmed  by  White  House  News  Secretary  Pierre 
Salinger  in  Paris. 

The  report  from  Port  au  Prince,  Haiti,  by  correspondent 
Bernard  Diederich  said  that  the  assassination  attempt  had  been  made 
Tuesday  night.  Diederich,  quoting  a  traveler  who  arrived  in  Haiti 
from  the  Dominican  Republic,  said  that  people  were  being  prevented 
from  leaving  the  Dominican  capital  of  Ciudad -Trujillo  and  that  the  city 
was  under  heavy  police  guard. 

This  report  was  further  substantiated  by  correspondent  John 
Hlavacek,  who  was  immediately  dispatched  to  Ciudad -Trujillo  from  his 
base  in  Kingston,  Jamaica.  Before  leaving  Jamaica,  Hlavacek  quoted 
sources  there  saying  that  Ciudad -Trujillo  airport  was  ringing  with 
soldiers  and  that  no  passengers  were  permitted  to  board  or  to  leave  a 
plane  that  landed  there.

Soon  after  his  arrival  in  the  Dominican  Republic,  Hlavacek 
filed  a  series  of  reports  confirming  and  detailing  the  assassination. 

He  said  that  Trujillo  had  been  shot  from  ambush  by  a  band  of  seven 
men  headed  by  General  Juan  Tomas  Diaz.  Two  of  the  assassins  had  been 
killed  or  captured,  he  said,  while  the  general  and  the  others  escaped 
to  the  mountains,  where  1,000  troops  were  reported  waiting. 

Correspondent  Clem  Littauer  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  had 
meanwhile  interviewed  airline  passengers  who  had  passed  through  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  reported  evidences  of  the  assassination,  in¬ 
cluding  Dominican  flags  flying  at  half-mast.  Littauer  then  boarded  a 
plane  to  join  Hlavacek  in  Ciudad-Trujillo  to  cover  the  continuing  story 
there . 

The  reports  by  the  NBC  Newsmen  were  carried  throughout  the 
day,  on  the  "Texaco  Hunt ley -Brinkley  Report"  and  "The  11th  Hour  News" 
on  television  and  on  "News  of  the  World"  and  "News -on -the -Hour "  reports 
on  NBC  Radio.  They  were  also  made  available  to  all  other  news  media.

"JFK  —  Report  No.  5"  Friday*  June  2  (8-8:30  p.m.  EDT)  is 
expected  to  show  President  Kennedy's  news  conference  concluding  his 
meeting  with  French  President  Charles  de  Gaulle  and  cable  film  of  his 
arrival  in  Vienna. 

"JFK  --  Report  No.  6"  Saturday*  June  3  (9:30-10  p.m.  EDT)  will 
carry  a  report  of  the  first  meeting  with  Soviet  Premier  Khrushchev. 

"JFK  --  Report  No.  7"  will  be  presented  on  "Chet  Huntley  Report¬ 
ing"  in  a  special  one-hour  program  Sunday*  June  4  (5:30-6:30  p.m.  EDT). 

It  will  include  reports  on  the  progress  of  the  meeting  and  analysis  by 
NBC  News  correspondents. 

The  climax  of  the  Kennedy-Khrushchev  meeting  will  be  reported 
in  "JFK  --  Report  No.  8"  Monday*  June  5  (10:30-11  p.m.  EDT).

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Wednesday  night's  coverage,  taped  and  filmed  in  Paris,  showed 
the  arrival  of  President  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  at  Orly  Airport,  Paris,  and 
their  welcome  by  President  de  Gaulle.  President  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  were 
shown  entering  the  French  Foreign  Ministry  on  the  Quai  D'Orsay,  where 
they  will  stay,  and  later  leaving  for  a  formal  dinner  and  reception  at 
the  Elysee  Palace.  NBC  cameras  also  followed  the  motorcade  down  the 
Champs  Elysees  to  the  Arc  de  Triomphe,  where  the  President,  hatless  in 
a  heavy  downpour,  paid  his  respects  to  France's  Unknown  Soldier. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman  described  the  President's 
activities  on  the  scene.  NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee,  in  New 
York,  was  anchorman  for  the  broadcast.  The  special  program  was  pro¬ 
duced  by  Chet  Hagan. 

Earlier  yesterday,  a  special  report  on  President  Kennedy's 
arrival  at  Orly  Airport  was  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  from  4:30  to 
4:35  p.m.  EDT.  It  showed  President  de  Gaulle's  greeting  in  ceremonies 
that  included  the  playing  of  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  and  "The 
Marseillaise . " 

The  Orly  Airport  scene,  excerpts  of  President  d*e  Gaulle's  wel¬ 
coming  speech  and  President  Kennedy's  reply,  and  the  visit  to  the  Arc  de 
Triomphe  also  were  presented  on  NBC-TV 's  "Texaco  Huntley-Brinkley  Report" 
from  6:45  to  7  p.m.  EDT.

today. 

Mr.  McAndrew  said  NBC  News  is  planning  a  special  program  on 
the  goodwill  mission  to  10  South  American  capitals,  to  be  presented  on 
the  NBC-TV  Network  at  the  conclusion  of  the  trip.  Developments  through¬ 
out  the  tour  will  be  covered  in  regular  news  programs  and  bulletins  on 
the  NBC-TV  and  NBC  Radio  Networks. 

Miss  Frederick,  cameraman  Bruce  Powell  and  soundman  Harold 
KLuehe  will  travel  with  Ambassador  Stevenson  on  a  commercial  airliner 
leaving  New  York  Sunday,  June  4.

Powell  and  KLuehe,  a  top  camera  team  from  NBC  News,  Chicago, 
covered  the  Freedom  Bus  incidents  in  Montgomery,  Ala.,  and  Jackson, 
Miss.,  and  are  now  in  Miami  filming  interviews  with  persons  who  were 
in  the  Dominican  Republic  when  Trujillo  was  assassinated.

President  de  Gaulle  and  his  other  activities  in  Paris  were  covered  in

work  last  night,  Thursday,  June  1  (10:30-11  p.m.  EDT) . 

Mr.  Kennedy's  meetings  with  President  de  Gaulle,  Soviet 
Premier  Khrushchev  and  British  Prime  Minister  Macmillan  will  be  cover¬ 
ed  in  four  more  "JFK"  programs:  "Report  No.  5"  tonight,  Friday,  June  2 
(8-8:30  p.m.  EDT);  "Report  No.  6,"  Saturday,  June  3  (9:30-10  p.m.  EDT); 
"Report  No.  7"  Sunday,  June  4  (5:30-6:30  p.m.  EDT),  and  "Report  No.  8" 
Monday,  June  5  (10:30-11  p.m.  EDT). 

In  last  night's  program  (June  l),  NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin 
Newman  reported  on  the  Kennedy-de  Gaulle  talks  as  they  touched  on  such 
areas  as  NATO,  atomic  weapons  and  Algeria.  Correspondent  Joseph  C. 
Harsch  commented  on  the  results  of  the  meetings  and  noted  that  there 
was  "not  the  slightest  evidence  that  (de  Gaulle)  has  budged  an  inch." 

The  program,  narrated  by  Frank  McGee,  showed  President 
Kennedy  speaking  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  and  the  U.  S.  embassy.  It 
also  included  interviews  by  correspondent  John  Rich  with  American 
students  in  Paris,  a  film  report  on  French  reaction  to  Mrs.  Kennedy, 
and  coverage  of  Premier  Khrushchev's  stop  in  Czechoslavakia  on  his  way 
to  Vienna.

Two  leading  representatives  of  Soviet  press  and 
information  services  will  face  two  American  counterparts  in 
a  debate  on  freedom  of  the  press  on  "The  Nation's  Future" 

Saturday,  June  24  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EDT) ,  on  the  NBC-TV  Net¬ 
work.  The  question:  "How  Free  Should  the  Press  Be?" 

The  Soviet  representatives  will  be  Aleksei  Adjubey, 
chief  editor  of  Izvestia,  who  is  Premier  Khrushchev's  son- 
in-law,  and  Mikhail  A.  Kharlamov,  chief  of  the  Press  Department 
for  the  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry. 

Pierre  Salinger,  Presidential  Press  Secretary,  and 
Harrison  Salisbury,  leading  expert  on  Soviet  affairs  for  The 
New  York  Times,  will  be  the  U.  S.  representatives.  The  debate 
will  be  held  in  NBC's  New  York  studios  at  2  p.m.  and  will  be 
recorded  on  tape  for  broadcast  at  9:30  p.m.  EDT. 

It  is  expected  that  part  of  the  debate  will  center  on 
the  performance  of  the  press,  in  both  East  and  West,  in  its 
obligations  of  informing  and  educating. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman  is  moderator  of 
"The  Nation's  Future."  Arthur  Barron  produces  the  program  under 
supervision  of  executive  producer  Irving  Gitlin.

EDT) . 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman,  who  won  wide  recognition 
for  his  TV  essays  on  the  i960  political  conventions  and  various  recent 
events,  will  be  on-the-air  editor-reporter  of  the  series.  The  program 
will  feature  members  of  the  entire  staff  of  the  world-wide  NBC  News 
organization. 

Producer  Reuven  Frank  said  that  the  series  would  be  "a 
compendium  ranging  from  analysis  through  sidebars  —  all  of  it  factual, 
all  of  it  in  the  field  of  news,  and  all  of  it  gathered  and  presented  by 
NBC  News." 

Frank  said  that  the  program  would  open  with  a  brief  account  of 
breaking  weekend  events  in  a  hard  news  segment  that  can  be  extended  if 
warranted  by  developments.  He  said  that  the  remainder  of  the  program 
would  be  devoted  to  the  kind  of  stories  that  are  seldom  covered  either 
in  daily  news  programs  or  in  news  specials.

The  "Project  20"  production  of  "The  Great  War, "  generally 
hailed  by  critics  as  a  convincing  demonstration  that  there  is  no 
greater  drama  than  history,  will  be  encored  on  the  NBC-TV  Network 
Tuesday,  July  4  ( 10-11  p.m.  EDT) . 

This  will  be  the  first  revival  of  the  television  classic 
since  its  premiere  Oct.  16,  1956.  The  Independence  Day  broadcast  will 
be  under  sponsorship  of  Thomas  J.  Lipton,  Inc. 

Told  from  the  American  viewpoint,  the  program  re-creates 
World  War  I  through  rare  archive  film,  narration,  and  nostalgic  music 
of  the  era.  Its  focal  point:  the  tremendous  turn  in  American  life 
which  saw  the  nation  burst  out  of  isolation  and  onto  the  world  stage. 

It  has  "sledgehammer  impact, "  one  newspaper  said.  "Absorbing 
TV  entertainment,"  "intensely  absorbing  and  frighteningly  realistic," 
"powerful,"  "big-time  factual  drama,"  and  "a  magnificent  production" 
were  additional  press  comments. 

"Project  20"  researchers  combed  film  archives  and  private 
collections  in  five  countries  for  historical  footage  that  would  take 
a  TV  audience  back  and  put  it  in  the  1914-1918  period,  just  as  though 
it  had  been  personal  witness  to  all  of  the  events. 

Events  which  millions  now  living  recall  only  dimly  and

episodes:  the  sinking  of  the  Lusitania,  the  grinding  horror  of  trench 
warfare,  the  big  parade  of  two  million  young  Americans  marching  to 
rescue  Europe  from  the  grip  of  Prussian  militarism. 

Figures  grown  legendary  with  the  passing  of  time  are  the  key 
performers:  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  of  Germany,  King  George  and  Queen  Mary 
of  Great  Britain,  Czar  Nicholas  II  of  Russia,  Emperor  Franz  Josef  of 
Austria-Hungary,  King  Albert  of  Belgium,  President  Woodrow  Wilson, 
Colonel  House,  Field  Marshal  Foch,  Field  Marshal  von  Hindenburg, 
General  John  J.  Pershing,  and  a  score  of  others. 

The  producer  was  the  late  Henry  Salomon.  The  script,  by 
Salomon  and  Richard  Hanser,  "has  moments  of  unusual  power  and 
magnificent  irony,"  wrote  one  critic.

"The  Dave  Garroway  Today  Show”  will  move  to  NBC-TV’s  Studio 
8H,  the  largest  studio  in  New  York’s  Radio  City,  on  Monday,  June  12. 

The  program  is  presented  on  the  network  Mondays  through  Fridays, 

7-9  a.m.  EDT. 

Producer  Fred  Freed  said  the  larger  studio  will  give  the 
program  added  scope,  and  he  added:  "We  will  be  able  to  bring  in 
things  that  we  were  not  able  to  get  into  our  present  location  in 
studio  3B.  The  larger  quarters  will  also  give  us  more  freedom  and 
flexibility  in  staging  our  guest  spots  and  other  features.” 

A  number  of  special  features  are  planned  for  June  12  to  mark 
the  program’s  move.  These  include  a  go-cart  race  (with  Dave  Garroway 
and  Jack  Lescoulie  among  the  drivers)  and  a  tour  of  the  studio  by 
Garroway  while  the  Hal  Serra  jazz  trio  plays  an  original  composition 
written  for  the  occasion.

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  URGES  CONGRESS  TO  *  LIFT  EQUAL-TIME  YOKE'  FROM 
ON-AIR  COVERAGE  OF  CONTESTS  FOR  ANY  PUBLIC  OFFICE 
Says  Move  Would  Free  Broadcasters  to  Apply  'The  Great  Debate' 
Technique  to  State,  Local  as  Well  as  Presidential  Elections 


WASHINGTON,  June  9  —  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  today  urged  Congress  to 
lift  the  equal-time  yoke"  from  on-the-air  coverage  of  contests  for 
any  public  office. 

Such  action,  he  told  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections,,  would  free  broadcasters  to  apply  "The  Great  Debate" 
technique  to  forthcoming  state  and  local  elections,  as  well  as  the 
Presidential  campaign  of  1964. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  renewed  his  pledge  —  made  last  October  after 
the  first  of  the  Kennedy -Nixon  debates  —  that  "if  and  when  the 
remaining  barriers  of  Section  315  of  the  Communications  Act  are  removed, 
NBC  will  extend  the  technique  of  'The  Great  Debate'  to  the  television 
and  radio  stations  we  own,  for  presenting  the  candidates  and  issues  in 
political  contests  of  particular  interest  in  their  areas." 

He  said  that  NBC,  working  within  the  limitations  of  the 
existing  law,  has  already  experimented  successfully  with  broadcast 
debate  in  a  New  York  election.  Under  the  restrictions  of  Section  315 
as  the  law  applied  last  Fall,  NBC  sought  significant  political  contests 
—  in  the  cities  where  it  owns  stations  --  that  would  not  impose  the 
burdens  of  giving  equal  time  to  fringe-party  candidates.

"We  found  one  in  New  York’s  17th  Congressional 
District,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  "between  Representative  John 
Lindsay,  a  Republican,  and  William  Vanden  Heuvel,  his 
Democratic  challenger.  We  were  able  to  present  a 
stimulating  debate  between  these  candidates  over  WNBC 
and  WNBC-TV  in  New  York  and,  in  doing  so,  I  think  we 
rendered  a  service  to  the  community." 

In  urging  the  end  of  equal -time  restrictions 
on  state  and  local  contests,  Mr.  Sarnoff  noted  that  next 
year  every  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  one- 
third  of  the  Senate,  and  35  Governor’s  offices  will  be 
contested  throughout  the  country. 

"Now  is  the  time,"  he  said,  "to  free  broad¬ 
casters  to  use  the  vast  potential  of  television  and 
radio,  untrammeled  by  needless  restraints,  to  bring  the 
candidates  and  issues  of  these  forthcoming  contests  to 
the  voters  as  effectively  as  possible."

If  increasing  wisdom  is  a  corollary  of  the  aging  process, 
no  society  can  afford  to  ignore  the  counsel  of  its  sages.  This 
thought  lies  behind  the  NBC-TV  Network's  continuing  series  of  "Wisdom" 
conversations  with  the  world's  wise  men  of  our  time. 

Eight  of  them  speak  in  two  new  LP  discs,  adaptations  of  the 
TV  conversations,  just  issued  by  Decca  Records  and  greeted  with  en¬ 
thusiasm  in  articles  in  the  current  issues  of  both  the  Saturday  Review 
and  High  Fidelity  Magazine. 

"We  must  congratulate  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  for 
making  such  a  varied  and  distinguished  selection  for  their  two  volumes 
of  recorded  conversations,"  Walter  Starkie  writes  in  a  two-page 
article,  "The  Voices  of  Wisdom, "  in  the  Saturday  Review  (June  10). 

Conversations  with  Carl  Sandburg,  Dr.  Harlow  Shapley, 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  and  Jacques  Lipchitz  are  in  Volume  One  (DL  9083); 
conversations  with  David  Ben-Gurion,  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  Bertrand 
Russell  and  Sean  O'Casey  in  Volume  Two  (DL  9084). 

They  "lay  bare  their  souls  and  measure  their  wisdom  by 
their  life's  philosophy,"  says  Mr.  Starkie.  "The  editors  and  pro¬ 
ducers  have  spared  no  pains  in  staging  the  sages  in  their  own 
surroundings,  with  the  result  that  the  wise  men  seem  to  be  playing 
host  to  the  listeners." 

In  a  full-page  review  in  High  Fidelity,  0.  B.  Brummell 
notes  that  "Decca  Records  has  skillfully  adapted  the  sound  tracks  of 
eight  such  encounters  in  a  brace  of  discs  that  merit  the  attention  of 
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2  -  Wisdom’ 


any  listener  whose  interests  rise  above  the  idols  of  teen-agers. 

Listening  to  these  "very  important  albums"  leaves  Mr. 
Brummell  with  two  conclusions: 

"One,  wisdom  as  exemplified  by  these  eight  sages  has  no 
common  denominator,  unless  it  be  a  kind  of  anti-parochial  wit.  Two 
our  age  is  heavily  shadowed  by  The  Bomb.  Virtually  every  speaker 
refers  to  it  with  a  mixture  of  wonder  and  apprehension.  Virtually 
all  see  in  it  the  key  to  the  future  —  or  lack  of  it  —  of  mankind.

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  has  designed  and 
constructed  a  portable  unit  of  equipment  to  facilitate  and 
improve  TV  pickups  from  remote  points ,  it  was  announced  today 
by  William  H.  Trevarthen,  Vice  President,  Operations  and 
Engineering,  TV  Network. 

Designed  and  built  by  Edward  Bertero  and  Milton 
Pomerantz,  NBC  engineers,  the  unit  is  a  video  picture  trans¬ 
lator  that  makes  possible  integration  of  program  originations 
from  widely  separated  points  through  dissolves,  inserts, 
split  screen  and  other  special  effects.  Further,  the  program 
originations  may  be  tape,  film  or  live,  and  may  be  switched 
around  the  network  without  discontinuity  or  vertical  roll. 

The  translator  will  improve  TV  service  to  the  public 
as  well  as  increase  program  flexibility.  It  is  an  improved 
version  of  earlier  equipment  used  experimentally  but  with 
great  success  in  NBC-TV‘s  coverage  of  the  i960  conventions, 
elections  and  the  1961  inauguration,  and  more  recently  in  the 
Project  Mercury  space  venture. 

The  translator  is  installed  in  NBC's  Radio  City 
studios  in  New  York  City,  but  can  be  moved  to  other  locations 
for  special  program  needs  when  required.

NBC  OFFERS  TO  JOIN  IN  UNDERWRITING  COST  OF  A  MAJOR  RESEARCH 
PROJECT  TO  STUDY  EFFECTS  OF  TELEVISION  ON  CHILDREN, 

WALTER  D.  SCOTT  TELLS  SENATE  UNIT 

WASHINGTON,  June  16  —  The  National  Broadcasting  Company 
offered  yesterday  to  join  in  underwriting  the  cost  of  a  major  research 
project  to  study  the  effects  of  television  on  children. 

Testifying  before  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Juvenile 
Delinquency,  Walter  D.  Scott,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
the  NBC  Television  Network,  said: 

"At  NBC  we  have  explored  the  possibility  of  such  research 
and  recognized  that  it  would  entail  a  massive  undertaking.  It  should 
cover,  or  at  least  control  for,  various  influences  on  children,  such 
as  family  and  community,  recreation  facilities,  exposure  to  magazines, 
newspapers,  comic  books  and  movies. 

"It  should  attempt  to  cover  the  values  of  television  as  well 
as  the  possible  drawbacks.  It  should  be  conducted  by  impartial, 
qualified  social  scientists  under  impartial  auspices.  And  it  should 
cover  a  period  of  three  to  five  years  to  develop  the  degree  to  which 
any  effects  may  be  lasting  or  cumulative.  Given  the  cooperation  of 
others  in  the  television  industry,  and  possibly  that  of  interested 
foundations,  NBC  would  gladly  join  in  underwriting  the  cost  of  such  a 
project . " 

Mr.  Scott  said  there  is  now  little  evidence  as  to  whether 
scenes  of  crime  and  conflict  on  television  are  harmful  to  young  viewers. 
Such  evidence  as  there  is,  he  said,  supports  the  view  that  "television 
programs  have  no  significant  effect  upon  juvenile  delinquency.

Nevertheless,  In  the  interest  of  taste  and  quality,  Mr.  Scott 
added,  NBC  pursues  elaborate  precautions  to  keep  objectionable  material 
such  as  "violence  for  its  own  sake"  out  of  its  program  schedule. 

"We  will  maintain, "  he  pledged,  "and,  wherever  possible  or 
necessary,  intensify  our  efforts  to  prevent  and  eliminate  the  use  of 
material  that  breaches  our  standards  of  taste  and  quality. " 

The  first  safeguard  against  over-emphasis  of  any  single 
program  type,  Mr.  Scott  said,  is  the  program  balance  to  which  a 
responsible  network  is  dedicated. 

"If  you  examine  the  Pall  program  schedules  of  the  three  net¬ 
works,"  he  added,  "you  will  find  that  during  all  but  one  hour  in  a 
whole  week  of  evening  viewing,  the  viewer  has  a  choice  of  programs 
other  than  a  Western,  a  mystery  or  an  adventure  show. 

"As  we  have  in  the  past,  NBC  will  continue  to  strive  to 
set  the  industry's  standards  for  a  program  schedule  of  scope,  variety, 
and  quality,  in  which  action-adventure  shows  figure  as  only  one 
element  in  a  broad  canvas  of  entertainment  and  information  for  a  total 
public . " 

Mr.  Scott  said  there  was  no  question  that  Westerns  and 
detective  stories  derive  part  of  their  excitement  from  scenes  of 
conflict . 

"In  this  respect,"  he  added,  "they  share  a  tradition  of  all 
drama  and  literature  going  back  to  the  ancients,  ranging  from  folk¬ 
lore,  mythology  and  fairy  tales  to  the  classics  of  Western  civilization 
and  the  most  esteemed  fiction  of  our  times.  Human  conflict  is  at  the 
root  of  all  drama,  and  out  of  it  frequently  stems  the  depiction  of 


violent  conflict.

This  does  not  argue  that  violence  should  have  a  free  hand  on 
television,  which  has  a  special  obligation  to  behave  as  a  guest  in  the 
living  room.  What  it  does  argue  is  that  story-telling  on  television 
or  anywhere  else  is  impossible  without  depicting  human  conflict.  Where 
the  line  must  be  drawn,  in  our  view,  is  to  make  the  vital  distinction 
between  the  clash  and  struggle  that  are  the  essence  of  all  drama  and 
the  morbid,  opportunistic  exploitation  of  violence  for  the  sake  of 
violence . " 

Mr.  Scott  offered  an  answer  to  those  who  cite  television’s 
powerful  effects  in  advertising,  politics  and  culture  --  which  can  be 
demonstrated  --  and  who  then  demand  why  the  depiction  of  crime  and 
violence  does  not  have  a  similar  impact  on  children. 

"There  is  an  enormous  difference, "  he  said,  "between  tele¬ 
vision's  impact  in  advertising  and  political  campaigning  and  the 
possible  influence  of  the  kind  of  material  to  which  objection  is  made. 

It  is  the  difference  between  a  thoroughgoing  attempt  to  persuade  and 
convince  --  consciously,  deliberately  and  with  the  most  artful  means  -- 
and  the  depiction  of  anti-social  behavior  which,  far  from  being  held  out 
as  an  example,  is  presented  as  unsympathetic  and  unworthy. 

"And  there  is  an  enormous  difference  between  offering  the 
stimulation  of  new  cultural  experience  that  is  curiosity-provoking, 
socially  approved  and  endorsed  by  those  to  whom  children  look  for 
guidance,  and  the  fictional  portrayal  of  violent  conduct  that  does  not 
seek  or  encourage  emulation  and  could  not  be  imitated  without  flying  in 
the  face  of  the  simplest  ethical  precepts  taught  in  the  home,  the  school 


and  the  church.

"It  seems  to  me  an  expression  of  very  little  faith  in  the 
sanity,  good  will  and  upbringing  of  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
American  youngsters  to  assume  that,  given  any  inkling  at  home  of  the 
difference  between  right  and  wrong,  they  can  be  brainwashed  into 
criminal  behavior  by  watching  Westerns  and  thrillers  on  television. 

Such  an  assumption,  in  the  view  of  many  authorities,  is  not  supported 
by  isolated  cases  in  which  unbalanced  or  criminally  oriented  individuals 
may  themselves  fancy  their  own  acts  are  due  to  the  example  of  television 
shows.  Indeed,  in  this  connection,  it  is  readily  understandable  that 
some  youthful  offenders  may  well  seize  upon  the  chance  to  blame  their 
misconduct  upon  some  convenient  external  influence  beyond  their  control."

WALTER  D.  SCOTT  DESCRIBES  'MOST  VIOLENT,  GORY  SERIES 
ON  AIR  THIS  SEASON'  TO  SENATE  UNIT 


WASHINGTON,  June  16  --  The  ’’most  violent,  gory  series  on  the 
air  this  season"  was  described  yesterday  by  Walter  D.  Scott,  Executive 
Vice  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  to  the  Senate  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Juvenile  Delinquency. 

"It  is  a  series  that  did  not  appear  on  NBC,"  said  Mr.  Scott, 
who  heads  the  NBC  Television  Network.  But,  in  the  Interests  of  the 
Subcommittee's  inquiry  into  the  possible  effects  of  television  on 
children,  he  expressed  the  hope  that  those  responsible  would  not  mind 
his  description. 

"Over  a  period  of  a  dozen  weeks  or  so, "  he  said,  "there  were 
more  incidental  victims  of  bloodshed  than  I  can  tabulate  in  retrospect. 
But  among  the  major  characters,  I  have  been  able  to  recount  15  killings, 
in  which  three  of  the  victims  were  children  and  one  a  woman. 

"The  most  frequent  method  of  homicide  was  stabbing,  but  there 
was  one  case  of  strangulation,  another  victim  died  by  fire,  two  were 
smothered,  and  at  least  three  were  hacked  to  death,  while  still  another 
was  drowned  by  being  thrust  and  held  upside  down  in  a  vat  of  wine. 

"In  addition,  one  victim  was  mutilated,  another  character  who 
lost  an  eye  in  a  fight  was  shown  with  his  eye  socket  dripping  gore;  and 
there  were  three  protracted  death  scenes  complete  with  croaking  death- 
rattle.  " 

Mr.  Scott  then  identified  the  program  as  "An  Age  of  Kings, "  by 
William  Shakespeare,  a  BBC-produced  series  seen  on  independent  stations 
this  season  in  New  York  and  Washington.  The  series  presented  eight

Shakespearean  plays  In  sequence  covering  almost  a  century  of  English 
history.  It  won  high  praise  from  the  critics.  "To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,"  the  NBC  executive  said,  "there  were  no  complaints  about 
violence. " 


Mr.  Scott  said  that  this  example  illustrated  two  important 


points: 

"One  is  that  statistical  summaries  of  mayhem  and  murder 
in  a  given  amount  of  programming  may  be  accurate  and  at  the  same  time 
not  really  significant.  The  other  is  that  in  determining  its  accept¬ 
ability,  violence  must  be  judged  in  its  own  dramatic  context,  in  terms 
of  its  plot  function,  and  the  period,  flavor  and  tradition  of  the  play 
itself. "

The  July  31  game  will  be  televised  in 
color. 

Co-sponsors  of  NBC’s  television  and  radio  coverage  will  be 
the  Gillette  Safety  Razor  Company,  through  Maxon  Inc.,  and  Chrysler 
Corporation,  through  Leo  Burnett  Company  Inc. 

Candlestick  Park  in  San  Francisco  will  be  the  scene  of  the 
July  11  game,  which  will  start  at  4  p.m.  EDT.  The  July  31  contest  will 
be  played  at  Fenway  Park  in  Boston,  starting  at  3  p.m.  EDT.  Air  time 
on  television  and  radio  will  be  15  minutes  before  game  time  --  3:4-5  p.m. 
EDT  on  July  11  and  2:45  p.m.  EDT  on  July  31* 

This  year’s  two  games  will  be  the  30th  and  31st  in  the  All- 
Star  series,  which  began  in  1933*  The  National  League  captured  both 
i960  games,  5-3  and  6-0,  to  slice  the  American  League’s  lead  in  the 
series  to  16-13  --  the  closest  it  has  been  since  1940.

The  plan  for  selecting  the  two  teams  is  similar  to  the  1959 
pattern  of  25-man  squads  for  the  first  game  and  28-man  rosters  for  the 
second.

They  will  name  three  additional  players  for  the  second  game 
to  take  advantage  of  playing  spurts  by  men  not  picked  originally,  and 
also  will  be  permitted  to  change  any  or  all  of  the  pitching  staff. 

Each  of  the  18  major  league  clubs  must  be  represented  on  the  All-Star 
teams  by  at  least  one  player. 

NBC-TV  has  televised  every  All-Star  classic  since  1950* 
including  the  two  games  in  1959  and  i960.  Color  TV  was  introduced 
last  year,  for  the  second  game  in  New  York.  This  will  be  the  fifth 
straight  year  of  All-Star  coverage  for  NBC  Radio,  which  broadcast  the 
first  game  in  1933.

Adlai  E.  Stevenson,  U.  S.  Representative  to  the  United 
Nations,  will  discuss  the  results  and  impressions  gained  on  his  tour  of 
South  America  when  he  appears  on  a  special  NBC  News  program,  "Full  of 
Peril  --  Bright  with  Hope, "  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Sunday,  June  25 
(5-6  p.m.  EDT).

Filmed  reports  gathered  by  Buenos  Aires  correspondent  Kenneth 
Bernstein,  Miami  correspondent  Richard  Valieriani  and  four  NBC  News 
camera  crews  will  examine  the  countries  visited  by  Stevenson.  The 
reports  will  deal  with  problems  in  Venezuela,  Argentina,  Uruguay, 
Brazil,  Paraguay,  Chile,  Bolivia,  Peru,  Ecuador  and  Colombia.

Alexei  Adjubei,  chief  editor  of  Izvestia  and  Premier 
Khrushchev's  son-in-law,  and  Mikhail  A.  Kharlamov,  chief  of  the  Press 
Department  for  the  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry,  will  face  Pierre  Salinger, 
President  Kennedy's  Press  Secretary,  and  Harrison  Salisbury,  New  York

Free  Should  the  Press  Be?"  Edwin  Newman  will  be  moderator. 

The  debate  will  be  held  before  an  invited  studio  audience  of 
American  and  foreign  newsmen  and  government  officials  in  NBC's  New  York 
studios  Saturday,  June  24  at  2  p.m.  EDT,  and  will  be  recorded  on  tape 
for  broadcast  that  night  at  9:30  p.m.-  EDT.

Robert  Abernethy,  NBC  News’  Washington  correspondent,  will  be 
on-the-air  editor  of  the  new  half-hour  program. 

According  to  executive  producer  George  A.  Heinemann,  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  "accent  the  how  and  why  of  the  week’s  news  events  in  order  to 
give  the  20-25  million  students  of  pre-college  age  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  national  and  world  affairs. " 

Among  the  regular  features  will  be  a  review  of  the  week's 
headline -making  events,  an  analysis  of  the  week's  most  important  news 
story,  a  student -reporter  segment  in  which  high  school  correspondents 
will  interview  prominent  people  of  their  own  choice,  a  presentation  of 
late  news  (making  liberal  use  of  visual  aids),  and  a  segment  pointing 
out  people,  places  and  events  to  watch  during  the  coming  week. 

Abernethy,  who  is  temporarily  correspondent  on  "11th  Hour 
News"  over  WNBC-TV  (NBC-TV' s  New  York  station),  usually  covers  the  U.  S. 
Senate  and  Vice  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  for  NBC  News.  He  is  also  a 
specialist  in  military  and  scientific  news.  The  33-year-old  newsman 
joined  NBC  in  1952  and  the  following  year  was  assigned  to  its  Washington 
bureau.  In  1955  he  was  sent  to  London  where  he  covered  England's  major 
stories  for  the  next  three  years.

MANNED  U.S.  SPACE  FLIGHT 


The  launching  of  the  second  manned  U.  S.  space  flight,  which 
reportedly  will  take  place  around  July  18,  will  be  covered  live  in 
special  programs  on  the  NBC  Television  and  Radio  Networks. 

The  NBC  News  coverage  will  include  preparations  for  the  flight 
and  recovery  of  the  astronaut,  as  well  as  the  launching  of  the  Mercury 
Redstone  missile  from  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla.  The  astronaut  is  expected 
to  be  either  Lt.  Col.  John  H.  Glenn  Jr.  of  the  Marine  Corps  or  Capt. 
Virgil  I.  Grissom  of  the  Air  Force. 

The  Redstone  rocket  to  be  used  on  the  flight  has  been  set  up 
on  a  launching  pad  at  Cape  Canaveral.  Its  flight  will  be  similar  to 
that  which  carried  Comdr.  Alan  B.  Shepard  Jr.  on  a  sub-orbital  trajectory 
116  miles  high  and  302  miles  down  the  Atlantic  missile  range  on  May  5. 

For  the  television  coverage,  NBC  News  correspondent  Frank  McGee 
will  be  anchorman  in  New  York  and  correspondent  Peter  Hackes  will  be 
anchorman  at  Cape  Canaveral.  The  programming  will  be  produced  by  Chet 
Hagan  and  directed  by  Robert  Priaulx.  James  Kitchell  will  be  on-the- 
scene  director  at  Cape  Canaveral. 

The  NBC  Radio  specials  will  feature  NBC  News  correspondent 
Merrill  Mueller  as  anchorman  at  Cape  Canaveral.  Burt  Ivry  will  be  on 
the  >cene  at  Canaveral  to  supervise  production  of  the  radio  coverage.

Negotiations  for  the  contract  extensions  were  conducted  by 
Mr.  Gallery  with  George  E.  Schneider,  President,  and  Sam  Corenswet, 
Chairman  of  the  TV  Committee,  of  the  Sugar  Bowl;  J.  Finley  McRae, 
President,  and  T.  K.  Jackson  Jr.,  Vice  President,  of  the  Senior  Bowl; 
and  Champ  Pickens,  General  Manager  of  the  Blue-Gray  Game. 

NBC  has  been  covering  the  Sugar  Bowl  and  Senior  Bowl  games 
since  1958,  and  the  Blue -Gray  Game  since  195^.  The  Sugar  Bowl  Game 
is  one  of  NBC’s  two  big  football  attractions  (along  with  the  Rose 
Bowl  Game)  on  New  Year’s  Day.  The  Senior  Bowl  Game  is  played  on  a 
Saturday  early  in  January  and  the  Blue -Gray  Game  on  a  Saturday  late 
in  December.

NBC -TV  PROGRAMS  ACCORDED  47  LISTINGS 
IN  TV  GUIDE'S  "100  MEMORABLE  SHOWS" 


Forty-seven  NBC  programs  are  among  "the  100  memorable  shows" 
listed  by  TV  Guide  magazine  in  its  current  (July  l)  issue.  Of  NBC's 
47 3  the  greatest  number,  16,  was  in  the  field  of  news  and  public 
affairs.  Drama  came  second  with  11,  then  music  and  sports,  each  with 
six;  variety,  four;  award  shows,  two;  and  scientific,  one. 

Among  the  outstanding  NBC  News  programs  honored  were  the 
Kennedy -Nixon  debates,  the  Presidential  election,  the  Inauguration,  the 
U-2  Affair,  "Sit-In, "  Presidential  news  conferences,  "Panama-Danger 
Zone,"  the  Eichmann  trial,  man-shoot  coverage.  Commander  Shepard,  and 
President  Kennedy’s  mission  to  Paris,  Vienna  and  London.  In  Public 
Affairs  such  outstanding  NBC  presentations  as  "The  Coming  of  Christ," 
"The  Single  Woman,"  "Are  Sit-In  Strikes  Justifiable?",  "The  Story  of 
Will  Rogers"  and  "The  Real  West"  were  among  those  listed. 

"Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  was  named  for  four  programs: 

"Macbeth, "  "Time  Remembered,"  "Give  Us  Barrabas"  and  "The  Joke  and  the 
Valley."  "Our  American  Heritage"  had  two:  "Not  Without  Honor"  and 
"The  Invincible  Teddy. " 

Sports  included  National  Singles  Tennis  Championships,  World 
Series,  National  Football  League  Championship,  Bowl  Games,  Finals  of 
National  Invitation  Tournament,  and  National  Open  Golf  Championship. 

The  award  programs  were  the  "Emmy  Awards"  and  the  "TV  Guide 


Awards. "

In  music  the  "Bell  Telephone  Hour"  was  listed  for  "Holiday  in 
Music"  and  "And  Freedom  Sings."  The  Bell  System  Science  series*  "The 
Thread  of  Life"  also  was  among  the  shows  saluted.  The  NBC  Opera 
Company’s  "Boris  Godunov,"  the  "Sing  Along  with  Mitch"  series  and  "Those 
Ragtime  Years"  were  among  the  musical  shows  in  the  elite  100. 

Such  leading  entertainers  as  Fred  Astaire,  Donald  O’Connor 
and  Dean  Martin  were  selected  for  their  programs.  "Omnibus"  had  two 
listings:  "He  Shall  Have  Power"  and  "Fierce,  Funny  and  Far  Out."

TWO-SEMESTER  TV  COLLEGE-LEVEL  COURSE  IN  AMERICAN 
GOVERNMENT,  ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  ANNOUNCES 
President  Kennedy  and  Secretary  Ribicoff  Hail 
Announcement  of  New  NBC  Network  Course 

"Continental  Classroom"  will  continue  for  its  fourth  year  on 

the  NBC  Television  Network  next  season  with  a  new  course  in  American 
Government . 

Dr.  Peter  H.  Odegard,  one  of  the  nation’s  most  distinguished 
political  scientists,  now  Professor  of  Political  Science  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  at  Berkeley,  will  teach  the  two-semester,  college- 
level  course,  which  will  deal  with  the  structure  and  function  of  the 
U.  S.  Government. 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  announced  the 
new  plans  for  "Continental  Classroom, "  the  first  countrywide  educational 
TV  project,  at  a  press  conference  in  New  York  City  today  (June  28). 

Announcement  of  the  course  in  American  Government  was  hailed 
by  both  President  John  F.  Kennedy  and  Abraham  A.  Ribicoff,  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

President  Kennedy  said,  "Now  —  when  there  is  more  demand  than 
ever  for  a  well-educated  and  informed  citizenry  —  it  is  fortunate  that 
the  next  ’Continental  Classroom’  course  over  the  NBC  Network  will  be  on 

American  Government.  Such  a  course  should  do  much  to  mobilize  greater 
public  interest  in  and  understanding  of  national,  state  and  local 
affairs.  In  addition,  such  a  program  can  also  do  much  to  encourage 
more  capable  people  to  participate  actively  in  their  government." 

ij department,  Room  320  (tUOre  ) 
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Secretary  Ribicoff  said,  "Because  of  the  significance  of 
national  affairs  in  this  fast -moving  era,  I  am  pleased  that  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  has  chosen  to  present  a  college-level  television 
course  in  American  Government.  By  making  such  an  educational  program 
available  on  a  network  basis,  nearly  everyone  in  the  country  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  more  fully  know  and  appreciate  the  structure  and 
function  of  national,  state  and  local  government.  This  new  'Continental 
Classroom*  offering  will  make  it  possible  for  each  person  to  obtain  an 
understanding  of  the  intricate  workings  involved  in  the  formulation  and 
execution  of  world  policy  —  and  thereby  better  appreciate  what  is 
happening  on  the  political  scene." 

The  course  in  American  Government  will  be  televised  in  color 
and  carried  by  approximately  170  stations  in  every  part  of  the  country 
Monday  through  Friday  from.  6:30  to  7  a.m.  local  time,  starting  Sept.  25. 

In  addition  to  the  new  course,  the  past  season’s  "Continental 
Classroom"  course  in  Contemporary  Mathematics  will  be  repeated  on  color 
tape  recordings  in  the  half-hour  period  preceding  American  Government 
(6  to  6:30  a.m.  local  time)  beginning  Sept.  25. 

The  American  Political  Science  Association  and  the  National 
Council  for  the  Social  Studies  will  join  NBC  and  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education  as  professional  sponsors 
in  presenting  American  Government.  A  group  of  leading  American 
industries  will  provide  financial  support.  A  list  of  these  donor 
industries  will  be  announced  soon. 

"It  is  difficult  to  think  of  a  period  in  our  history  when 
effective  instruction  in  the  form  and  substance  of  democratic  government 
has  been  so  important, "  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  "We  face  an  intense  demand 
for  skilled  and  dedicated  men  and  women  to  occupy  our  public  offices.

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Equally  important  is  the  pressing  need  to  equip  present  and  future 
generations  with  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  traditions  they 
must  struggle  to  preserve.  We  are  confident  that  this  course  will  be 
as  valuable  an  aid  to  students  and  teachers  in  the  social  sciences  as 
our  previous  courses  have  been  in  the  physical  sciences." 

A  former  President  of  the  American  Political  Science 
Association,  Dr.  Odegard  is  known  as  an  eminent  scholar,  a  college  and 
university  teacher  with  a  career  spanning  37  years,  and  a  man  with 
extensive  experience  in  public  service. 

Guest  lecturers  will  be  drawn  from  high  levels  of  government 
here  and  abroad,  from  industry  and  from  the  arts  and  sciences. 

More  than  300  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  nation 
are  expected  to  offer  the  course  for  full  academic  credit.  A  roster  of 
these  institutions  will  be  announced  in  September.  Each  may  utilize 
the  network  program  at  no  cost  and  charge  regular  tuition  fees  for 
registrants.  Each  will  have  local  autonomy  in  implementing  the  TV 
program  through  seminars  and  examinations. 

The  course  is  designed  to  present  an  objective  and  scholarly 
analysis  of  the  fundamentals  and  background  of  government  and  how  the 
United  States  Government  makes  and  executes  policy  in  the  world  today. 
Its  fundamental  purpose  is  to  help  remedy  what  many  informed  observers 
have  called  a  deficit  area  in  education  which  has  developed  in  social 
and  political  understanding  today. 

As  in  the  past,  "Continental  Classroom"  will  be  directed  to 
teachers  of  secondary  schools  and  colleges,  to  college  students,  as 
well  as  to  a  general  adult  audience  interested  in  enlarging  its 
knowledge.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  course  also  will  reach  a  large

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of  gifted  students  among  the  eight  million  population  in  the 
nation’s  high  schools.  The  early  morning  hour  set  for  "Continental 
Classroom  is  the  time  period  suggested  by  teachers  themselves  as  most 
convenient  to  them. 

Special  text  materials  are  being  written  and  published 
expressly  for  the  American  Government  course.  For  the  first  semester. 
Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston,  Inc.,  will  publish  a  textbook  ("American 
Government:  Theory,  Politics,  and  Constitutional  Foundation,"  by 
Dr.  Odegard,  Robert  K.  Carr  and  others),  as  well  as  a  readings  book 
("American  Government:  Documents  and  Readings,"  Dr.  Odegard  and  Victor 
Rosenblum,  editors)  and  an  outline  ("American  Government:  First  Semester 
Study  Guide,"  by  Dr.  Odegard).  For  the  second  semester.  Row,  Peterson 
and  Company  will  publish  a  textbook  ("American  Government:  Structure, 
Problems,  and  Policies, "  by  Dr.  Odegard  and  Rosenblum)  and  an  outline 
("American  Government:  Second  Semester  Study  Guide,"  by  Dr.  Odegard). 

The  American  Political  Science  Association,  which  includes  in 
its  membership  6,100  college  and  university  political  science  teachers, 
and  the  National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies,  with  a  membership  of 
more  than  10,000  high  school  teachers  of  social  studies,  will  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  TV  course  through  a  broad  program  of  regional  and  local 
activities.

hailed  as  a  bold  educational  experiment  in  the  nation's  interest  and  as 
a  significant  development  both  for  its  immediate  contribution  to  American 
education  and  for  the  larger  possibilities  that  it  suggests  for  use  of 
television  as  an  effective  education  medium. 

In  the  three  years  since  its  start,  it  has  achieved  the  status 
of  an  American  institution.  It  has  won  virtually  every  honor  in  its

A  course  in  Atomic  Age  Physics  was  the  initial  offering  in 
1958-59.  In  1959-50  Modern  Chemistry  was  the  new  course,  in  color,  and 
Atomic  Age  Physics  was  re-run.  In  1960-61  the  new  offering  was 
Contemporary  Mathematics,  also  in  color,  and  Modern  Chemistry  was  re-run. 
The  weekly  audience  of  adult  viewers  for  both  courses  in  1960-61  was 
estimated  at  1,200,000.

DR.  PETER  H.  ODEGARD, 

Teacher  of  American  Government  in  "Continental  Classroom" 

Dr,  Peter  H.  Odegard  has  been  called  dean  of  the  political 
science  field  in  this  country  and  one  of  the  best  teachers  the  pro¬ 
fession  has  ever  produced. 

During  1961-62  he  will  be  on  leave  from  his  post  as  professor 
of  political  science  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  to 
teach  American  Government  in  the  NBC-TV  Network's  "Continental 
Classroom. " 

"Very  few  people  who  know  him  and  know  his  work  would  doubt 
that  his  activity  as  a  citizen  and  in  public  life  has  made  him  a  better 
and  more  effective  political  scientist,"  an  eminent  colleague  said 
recently. 

Dr.  Odegard* s  public  service  has  included  terms  as  consultant 
(later  assistant)  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (1941-45),  consultant 
to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  (1947-54),  member  of  the  President's 
Commission  on  Migratory  Labor  (1950-51),  and  member  of  the  National 
Commission  for  UNESCO,  Department  of  State  (1950-55). 

His  career  as  teacher  and  college  administrator  spans  37 
years.  He  has  taught  at  Columbia  University  (1924-28),  Williams 
College  (1928-30),  Ohio  State  University  (1930-38),  and  Amherst  College 
(1938-45).  From  1945  to  1948  he  was  President  of  Reed  College.  Since 
1948  he  has  been  professor  of  political  science  at  the  University  of 

California  at  Berkeley.

He  was  President  of  the  American  Political  Science  Association 
in  1951.  "Professor  Odegard' s  standing  in  our  profession  is  well 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  he  was  President  of  our  association  at  the 
age  of  50, "  the  colleague  quoted  above  said  of  him.  "I  know  of  no 
member  of  our  profession  who  is  better  liked  by  his  colleagues  or  who 
better  represents  high  professional  standards  in  our  discipline."  And 
he  added,  "He  is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  our  most  effective  public 
speakers  and  has  a  most  engaging  personality." 

Known  as  a  first-rate  scholar,  Dr.  Odegard  is  author  of  a 
number  of  books  and  many  contributions  to  learned  journals  and  general 
magazines.  His  books  include  "Pressure  Politics"  (1928),  "The  American 
Public  Mind"  (1930),  "American  Politics:  A  Study  in  Political  Dynamics" 
(with  E.  A.  Helms,  1938),  "Dictatorship  in  the  Modern  World"  (1939)* 
"Frontiers  of  Freedom"  (1948),  "The  Power  to  Govern"  (with  Victor  G. 
Rosenblum,  1957)*  and  "New  Dimensions  of  Learning  in  a  Free  Society" 
(1958). 

Dr.  Odegard  was  born  in  Kalispell,  Mont.,  April  5*  1901. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Washington,  Seattle  (B.A.,  1922; 
M.A.,  1923),  and  received  his  Ph.  D.  from  Columbia  University  (1928). 

He  is  married  and  the  father  of  two  sons.  He  lives  in  Berkeley,  Calif.

"CONTINENTAL  CLASSROOM" 

The  "Continental  Classroom"  project  was  initiated  by  NBC  in 
1958,  at  a  time  when  the  first  Soviet  Sputnik  galvanized  concern  over 
scientific  training  in  the  United  States.  After  an  intensive  survey  to 
determine  how  network  television  could  best  strengthen  the  educational 
resources  of  the  country,  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  concluded 
that  a  daily  televised  course  of  instruction  in  Atomic  Age  Physics, 
directed  to  secondary  school  teachers,  college  students  and  profession¬ 
als  in.  the  field,  would  represent  the  contribution  most  needed  at  the 
time. 

Following  consultations  with  educational  organizations,  such 
a  course  was  organized  and  telecast,  beginning  Oct.  6,  1958,  in  the 
early  morning  hours,  a  period  suggested  by  the  educators  as  most  con¬ 
venient  to  secondary  school  teachers.  The  teacher  of  Atomic  Age  Physics 
was  Dr.  Harvey  E.  White,  professor  of  physics  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley. 

During  the  first  year,  "Continental  Classroom"  was  carried 
simultaneously  by  150  stations,  in  association  with  265  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  country  which  offered  full  academic  credit 
for  the  course.  Donors  assisting  in  financing  the  project  included  the 
Ford  Foundation  and  the  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  and  such 
leaders  in  American  commerce  and  industry  as  The  Bell  Telephone  System, 
California  Oil  Company,  General  Foods  Fund,  International  Business

Machines  Corporation,  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass  Foundation  and  United 
States  Steel  Corporation. 

The  new  venture  was  hailed  as  "public  service  of  the  first 
order,  'truly  a  bold  educational  experiment  in  the  nation’s  interest" 
and  a  significant  development  both  for  the  immediate  contribution  it 
makes  to  American  education  and  for  the  larger  possibilities  that  it 
suggests  for  the  use  of  television  as  an  effective  educational  medium." 

During  the  next  year,  1959-60,  "Continental  Classroom"  was 
expanded  to  two  courses  —  one  in  Modem  Chemistry  and  a  repeat  of 
the  Atomic  Age  Physics  course.  This  year  marked  the  introduction  of 
color  to  the  program,  greatly  increasing  the  educational  effectiveness 
of  the  course  in  Chemistry.  The  teacher  of  Modern  Chemistry  was  Dr. 

John  Baxter,  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

The  following  year,  1960-61,  the  new  offering  was  Contemporary 
Mathematics;  Modem  Chemistry  was  re-run.  The  teachers  of  mathematics 
were  Dr.  John  L.  Kelley,  professor  of  mathematics  and  chairman  of  the 
department  of  mathematics  at  the  University  of  California,  and  Dr. 
Frederick  Mosteller,  chairman  of  the  department  of  statistics.  Harvard 
University.  Dr.  Kelley  taught  Modern  Algebra  the  first  semester;  Dr. 
Mosteller  taught  Probability  and  Statistics  the  second  semester. 

Striking  evidence  of  continued  and  growing  interest  in 
"Continental  Classroom"  came  to  light  in  a  Nielsen  tabulation  released 
by  the  NBC  Research  Department  earlier  this  year.  The  course  in 
Contemporary  Mathematics  had  a  daily  attendance  of  265,000  adults. 

The  re-run  of  Modern  Chemistry  had  a  daily  attendance  of  more  than 
112,000  adults.  The  number  of  weekly  adult  viewers  for  both  courses 


was  estimated  at  1,200,000.

President  John  F.  Kennedy: 

Now  --  when  there  is  more  demand  than  ever  for  a  well-educated 
and  informed  citizenry  --  it  is  fortunate  that  the  next  "Continental 
Classroom"  course  over  the  NBC  Network  will  be  on  American  Government. 
Such  a  course  should  do  much  to  mobilize  greater  public  interest  in  and 
understanding  of  national,  state  and  local  affairs.  In  addition,  such 
a  program  can  also  do  much  to  encourage  more  capable  people  to  partici¬ 
pate  actively  in  their  government. 

Abraham  A.  Ribicoff,  Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and 

Welfare : 

Because  of  the  significance  of  national  affairs  in  this  fast- 
moving  era,  I  am  pleased  that  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  has 
chosen  to  present  a  college-level  television  course  in  American  Govern¬ 
ment.  By  making  such  an  educational  program  available  on  a  network 
basis,  nearly  everyone  in  the  country  will  have  an  opportunity  to  more 
fully  know  and  appreciate  the  structure  and  function  of  national,  state 
and  local  government.  This  new  "Continental  Classroom"  offering  will 
make  it  possible  for  each  person  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the 
intricate  workings  involved  in  the  formulation  and  execution  of  world 
policy  --  and  thereby  better  appreciate  what  is  happening  on  the 
political  scene.

We  have  asked  you  to  join  us  today  so  that  we  might  bring 
you  up  to  date  on  NBC's  activities  and  plans  in  a  most  important  area 
of  our  operation  --  educational  television. 

As  you  know,  NBC's  "Continental  Classroom"  has  just  completed 
its  third  academic  year  as  the  first  nationwide  educational  project 
undertaken  by  a  commercial  television  network.  It  is  still  the  only 
national  program  of  its  kind.  We  inaugurated  our  coast-to-coast  campus 
in  the  1958-59  season  as  an  experiment  designed  to  apply  the  unique  power 
of  network  television  to  the  pressing  national  problem  of  improving 
science  instruction  in  our  schools.  The  enthusiastic  response  the 
project  has  received  and  the  readings  available  to  us  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  indicate  that  we  are  well  out  of  the  experimental  stage 
and  that  we  are  maintaining  a  valuable  and  successful  national  institu¬ 
tion. 

I  am  extremely  pleased  to  announce  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  the  organizations  that  will  be  associated  with 
us  that  next  Fall  "Continental  Classroom"  will  be  on  the  air  with  a  new 
course  --  The  Structure  and  Function  of  American  Government.  We  will 
present  this  course  in  association  with  the  American  Political  Science 
Association  and  the  National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies,  who  will 
join  NBC's  existing  partnership  with  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  for  Teacher  Education.  Contrary  to  an  impression  that  might 
have  been  conveyed  in  the  recent  past,  the  future  of  "Continental  Class¬ 
room"  never  has  been  in  doubt.  When  we  resume  in  the  Fall  we  will  be 
doing  so  in  keeping  with  our  long-range  plan  to  offer  instruction  in 

(more ) 
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the  most  effective  manner  on  subjects  for  which  there  is  a  demonstrated 
need.  The  format  will  be  the  one  we  have  followed  in  the  last  two 
seasons.  A  full  hour  daily,  from  6  to  7  a.m.,  local  time,  will  be 
devoted  to  the  presentation  of  two  courses.  The  new  course  in  American 
Government  will  be  held  in  the  second  half  hour.  It  will  be  preceded 
by  a  repeat  of  last  year’s  course  in  Contemporary  Mathematics.  The 
entire  hour  will  be  in  color. 

As  has  been  our  custom  we  have  sought  and  obtained  an  instruct¬ 
or  who  combines  consummate  teaching  skill  with  great  scholarly  distinc¬ 
tion.  He  is  with  us  today  —  Dr.  Peter  H.  Odegard,  whose  colleagues  . 
have  called  him  the  "dean  of  the  political  science  field"  and  "one  of 
the  best  teachers  the  profession  has  ever  produced. "  When  you  consult 
his  distinguished  record,  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  we  are  extremely 
fortunate  to  have  his  services.  We  will  also  present  knowledgeable 
and  distinguished  guest  lecturers  from  government,  from  industry  and 
from  the  arts  and  sciences.  The  American  Political  Science  Association 
has  designated  an  Advisory  Committee  to  assist  in  the  presentation  of 
the  course. 

It  is  difficult  to  think  of  a  period  in  our  history  when 
effective  instruction  in  the  form  and  substance  of  democratic  govern¬ 
ment  has  been  so  important.  We  face  an  intense  demand  for  skilled  and 
dedicated  men  and  women  to  occupy  our  public  offices.  Equally  important 
is  the  pressing  need  to  equip  present  and  future  generations  with 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  traditions  they  must  struggle 
to  preserve.  We  are  confident  that  this  course  will  be  as  valuable 


(more ) 
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an  aid  to  students  and  teachers  in  the  social  sciences  as  our 
previous  courses  have  been  in  the  physical  sciences. 

A  course  in  political  science  also  adds  a  significant  new 
dimension  to  "Continental  Classroom, "  because  the  same  depth  of 
preparation  may  not  be  required  for  substantial  understanding.  Thus, 
the  immense  lay  audience  for  "Continental  Classroom"  will  be  able  to 
reap  even  greater  educational  benefits  from  viewing.  We  all  recog¬ 
nize,  I  am  sure,  that  our  form  of  government  is  under  challenge  from 
the  Communists  in  every  corner  of  the  globe.  This  new  course  offers 
virtually  every  American  citizen  the  opportunity  to  become  better 
grounded  in  understanding  our  republic  and  better  equipped  to  meet 
the  totalitarian  challenge. 

In  its  first  year  "Continental  Classroom"  was  carried  on 
150  stations,  with  265  colleges  and  universities  cooperating  to 
offer  academic  credit  in  the  course.  The  mathematics  course  just 
completed  was  carried  on  172  stations;  the  number  of  institutions 
of  higher  learning  that  participated  has  increased  to  325.  The 
weekly  audience  for  both  courses  this  last  season  was  estimated 
at  1,200,000. 

I  think  it  is  worth  emphasizing  that  we  reach  the  number 
of  students  in  as  many  communities  as  we  do  because  we  broadcast 
"Continental  Classroom"  on  a  network  basis.  Carrying  the  program 
as  a  regular  network  offering  assures  its  character  as  a  truly 
continental  classroom,  and  it  provides  a  stable  schedule  at  the 
hour  most  of  its  viewers  have  indicated  is  preferable.  Only  by 
fully  using  the  existing  resources  of  a  network  can  we  preserve 
and  capitalize  on  what  amounts  to  the  national  asset  that  has  been 

(more ) 
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created  in  "Continental  Classroom."  In  addition,  by  broadcasting 
the  program  as  part  of  the  network  schedule,  we  reach  the  smaller 
communities  where  the  need  for  such  a  project  is  greatest. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  expect  the  "Continental 
Classroom"  to  grow  significantly  in  the  next  season.  We  anticipate 
that  more  stations  will  be  carrying  it  and  more  students  attending 
and  we  are  shooting  for  the  participation  of  500  colleges  and 
universities .

I  am  delighted  to  announce  that  the  American  Political  Science 
Association  will  cooperate  with  NBC  in  a  "Continental  Classroom"  course 
in  American  Government  for  the  academic  year  1 961-62. 

ihe  choice  of  Dr.  Peter  H.  Odegard  as  professor  is  an  excellent 
one.  He  is  a  former  President  of  our  Association  and  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  political  scientists  in  the  country. 

The  shift  from  the  physical  sciences  and  mathematics  to  the 
social  sciences,  particularly,  political  science,  is  a  most  significant 
one.  A  program  like  ’Continental  Classroom’  is  greatly  needed  in 
political  science  and  provides  a  most  challenging  and  stimulating 
opportunity  for  education  in  this  field.

with  the  grave  issues  threatening  our  civilization.  As  social  studies 
teachers  develop  their  background  through  participation  in  the  Government 
course  offered  by  NBC,  they  in  turn  will  be  able  to  improve  their  teach¬ 
ing  of  history  and  Government  courses  in  our  schools.

The  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education, 
representing  577  colleges  and  universities  which  prepare  teachers,  is 
proud  to  be  associated  in  the  sponsorship  of  the  nationally  televised 
"Continental  Classroom"  course  on  American  Government.  It  is  particular¬ 
ly  appropriate  that  the  first  nationally  televised  Social  Science  college 
course  for  credit  should  be  concerned  with  Government  in  this  country.

I  take  it  as  self-evident  that  some  understanding  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  is  an  obligation  of  every  citizen.  In 
the  Athens  of  Pericles  (5th  Century,  B.  C.)  to  which  we  look  for  so 
many  modern  ideas  about  Government,  the  citizens  who  failed  or  refused 
to  participate  in  politics  were  known  as  idiots  (idiotes)  --  the  Greek 
word  for  persons  ignorant  of  or  indifferent  to  public  affairs. 

During  the  war  (I  mean  World  War  II),  I  think  it  was  Palmer 
Hoyt,  then  Publisher  of  the  Portland  Oregonian,  who  came  up  with  the 
slogan:  ’Only  an  informed  people  can  be  free.  Only  a  free  people  can 

be  informed. ’ 

That  slogan  seems  to  me  to  sum  it  up. 

But  for  a  nation  to  be  informed  and  free  is  easier  said  than 
done.  The  study  of  Government  and  politics  is  a  difficult  and  frustrat¬ 
ing  business.  It’s  full  of  ambiguities  and  conflicting  interests  which 
make  meaningful  and  honest  communication  all  but  impossible.  And  the 
right  answers  aren’t  to  be  found  in  the  back  of  the  book... 

There’s  no  law  that  says  learning  must  be  dull.’  Maybe  not 
exciting  like  Marilyn  Monroe,  but  in  a  different  way.  Someone  has  said 
’there  are  no  uninteresting  things,  only  uninterested  people.’

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...Politics  is  really  our  biggest  and  most  important  business. 
Unless  we  all  become  experts  in  it,  we  may  go  the  way  of  Ninevah  and 
Tyre  --  or  whatever  may  be  your  favorite  example  of  decline  and  fall. 
"Continental  Classroom, "  we  hope,  will  help  reduce  the  number  of 
idiotes . . .

William  Nichols  will  produce  and  write  "The  Ziegfeld  Touch," 
and  James  Elson  will  direct.  Robert  Russell  Bennett,  music  director  of 
NBC’s  "Project  20,"  whose  long  career  in  the  Broadway  theater  spanned 
most  of  the  Ziegfeld  era,  will  arrange  and  conduct  the  music. 

The  program  will  draw  upon  archive  film  and  still-pictures- 
in-action  as  well  as  newly-staged  musical  numbers  and  personal  appear¬ 
ances  by  famous  survivors  of  the  Ziegfeld  era  who  were  products  of  his 
glamourizing  touch.

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'GARROWAY  TODAY  SHOW1  REPORTS  ON  EFFORTS  FOR  RETURN 
OF  NBC  NEWS  CAMERAMAN  WOLFKILL,  MISSING  IN  LAOS 

A  report  on  NBC  News  cameraman  Grant  Wolfkill,  who 
has  been  missing  in  Laos  since  May  10,  when  a  helicopter  in 
which  he  was  a  passenger  went  down  behind  Communist  lines, 
was  presented  on  NBC-TV's  "Dave  Garroway  Today  Show"  June  29. 

Edwin  Newman,  program  host  this  week  while  Garroway 
is  vacationing,  showed  some  films  made  by  Wolfkill  before  his 
disappearance  and  described  the  photographer  as  "brave  enough 
to  get  up  when  the  action  was  taking  place"  and  as  a  man  "with 
an  insight  into  war  and  its  effect  on  human  beings." 

Though  Wolfkill  was  first  believed  killed  in  the 
crash,  survivors  later  reported  him  alive.  Since  then,  Newman 
said,  NBC  News  has  made  every  effort  to  get  him  back.  The 
situation  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  State  Department 
and  the  former  Laotian  Premier,  Prince  Souvanna  Phouma.  Prince 
Sihanouk,  Cambodian  head  of  state  also  intervened  to  ask 
for  Wolfkill's  safe  return.  It  was  also  reported  that  Prince 
Souvanna  Phouma  said  in  Geneva  recently  that  Wolfkill  was  not 
considered  a  combatant  and  would  be  released  soon,  but  there 
has  been  no  further  word  of  the  missing  cameraman. 
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
